On the 7th inst. Mr. Frank i>. otowe hail a quar 
rel with Mr. Charles Kennedy, of the Loose of H. 

A R. B. Whitamore, St. Louis, ia relation lo hide 
transactions. Towards the clo-o* of the alterca- 
tion, Mr. Kennedy drew a pistol, cocked it, and 
might have shot Stowe, had not I stopped him. 
Stowe had no weapons, and nothing was done. — 
This occurred in my presence. Kennedy went 
out, and for several hours watched the store, say- 
ing that he would kill Stowe when he ctmc out, 
saying that he had him cooped up in the store, 
and that he was afraid to come out. A number 
of persons heard Kennedy moke his threats that 
be would kill Stowe before night. Several per 
sons told Stowe of this, and advised him to he on 
his guard, and arm himself. Stowe tried his best 
to make up with Kennedy, but could not. He 
^Slowe st length, it appears, became strongly 
convinced that Kennedy would kill him, and was 
actually afraid to leave the store. He according- 
ly armed himself with a double-barrel shot gnu, 
and on meeting with Kennedy, shot him trom 
both barrels. Kennedy died in an hoar or to af- 
ter he was shot. Stowe surrendered himself im- 
mediately, and is now undergoing an examination 
before Justices ofthe Peace. He has two of the 
ablest counsels in this country to attend to his 
case. He has plenty of evidence to aeqait him. 
but may be bound over for trial. In that case he 
can give bail. 

It is a melancholy matter, and one deeply to be 
regretted; bat one, if placed under similar cir- 
cumstances, but that very few of us but would 
have acted in a similar manner.

Daring tbe last few years, a numerous order 
of persons have grown up in this country, under 
the name of Spiritualists. It is possible that 
something ol their creed has existed, time out of 
mind, in this mundane sphere; but those whom 
we call the Spiritualists of this generalum organ- 
ized under the Rochester knock! ugs a few years 
ago. The order, as a matter of course, is of North- 
ern origin, a here w^rc born and bred Iligher-Law 
i«m, abolitionism, Blaek Republicanism, Free. 
Soilism, EmancipationUm, Underground Rail- 
roadism, Free- Niggerism, Free Loveism, Bloom- 
erism, Woman’s Rightsism, Know Nothingism. 
and a!! the other urns of the age. They call them- 
selves Spiritualiste, but the meeting at Rutland 
not long since, as weil as other things, suggest 
more of tbe earthy than the ethereal in their com- 
position. 

These Spiritualists hold conventions, preach 
sermons, make speeches, write books, print news- 
papers, hold communion with the inhabitants of 
the unseen world, and do many other things too 
tedious to mention. They consist of men, women, 
children, and niggers, with a preponderating 
sprp>k!ing of knaves and lunatics. Some of them 
are very sensible persons in ali things except 
table knocking, and involuntary hieroglyphic 
scribbling on paper, but others do some marvel- 
ously strange things. Not long since a preacher 
belonging to tbe order made a trip to several of 
the planets, and published an account of 
whet he bad seen in those celestial orbs. Oue oi 
their strong-minded women, who had become 
well stricken in rears, and exceedingly unfair to 
look upon, without securing a husband, on being 
informed by the rappings of invisibles, upon a 
table she had owued fur half a century, that she 
was a model of beauty and loveliness, and being 
unable to convince the dwellers in this world of 
the fact, made baste to Quit this unappreciative 
sphere and to join the more congenial knock- 
ers upon her table. Many strauge things are 
said, and written, and published of leading 
Spiritualists, but we have not time nor space to 
recount them now. 

It is astonishing, however, ho»v many of these 
Spiritualists the world now numbers. The Spirit- 
ual Register for lSou savs that there are 

1.254.000 in the United States, 40,000 in Canada, 

1.000 in Cuba. 15,000 in South America, and 
60' ',000 in the Oldeu W orld. These figures make 
a grand total of 1,940,000, which makes it legiti- 
mate for us to assume that there are two millions 
of them in the world. This is a huge number of 
persone to be engaged in table-knocking with the 
inhabitants of the unseeu world, but the num- 
ber seems to be increasing from year to year.

We also learn from the Register that these are 
not all the speakers and mediums It estimates 
that the order has at least 1,000 speakers, and 

40,000 mediums, including public and private. 

The association have published 500 books and 
pamphlets, and is now sustaining six weekly, 
three semi-weekly, and four monthly newspapers, 
devoted to the cause of Spiritualism. 

It is evident, therefore, that Spiritualism is quite 
an institution. It has its two millions of converts, 
its thousand preachers, its 40,000 mediums, and 
its books and newspapers, all engaged in making 
new converts. One would think that such an 
army would set all tbe tables in tbe country to 
dancing jigs, all the iuvoluntary hands to writing 
hieroglyphics, and half the spirits of tbe other 
realm to hunting up news to impart to the anx- 
ious ones of this muudaue sphere, who would pry 
into tbe mysteries of the unknown world.
